Reuter’s Agency understands that the British 
and French General Staffs are “in absolute 
agreement as to the question of German dis- 
armament, except on the one question as to the 
time in which certain German formations should 
be done away with. In regard to the general 
question of the destruction and handing over 
of arms, the position is 1egarded by the British 
as satisfactory... A great deal has been done, 
but large quantities of arms still remain to -be 
destroyed. Credit must be given, however, to 
the German authorities, who, particularly since 
the Spa Conference, have done’ their part well. 
It is perfectly true, as the French declare, that 
a certain number of arms has been secretly 
hidden in Germany, including Bertha guns, 
seventy-seven mm. held guns, and new types of 
machine guns. Naturally, the British are just 
as anxious as the French that these should be 
handed over, but they recognisé the difficulties 
that exist. Certain wolatepd omissions of this 
som cannot be regarded as a crime on the part 
of the German Government. At the same time, 
British military opinion will not consider the 
work of disarmament complete until all these 
weapons are handed over, and the Allied con- 
trol will certainly continue until this is done. 
With regard to the German standing Army, 
which was to be reduced to 100,000 men by 
January 1 of this year, the Germans say that 
this has been accomplshed, and there is no 
reason to doubt that this is so. With re- 
ard to essentials, there may be objections m 
the matter of. detail, but not in essentials. In 
regard to the position of the Sicherheits police 
and ‘the Ordnungs police, definite reports are 
not yet to hand, but here again the British 
will found to be in complete agreement with 
the French that the arrangements at Spa: must 
be carried out.

UNEMPLOYMENT IN. FRANCE. 


The Pavis- Correspondent of J'he Times

While reserving the question 
of other failures to observe the Treaty, and 
without prejudice to measures which all the 
Allied Governments may decide upon) the 
French Government deems it fs its duty to 
place on record that certain essential clauses of 
the Peace Treaty have not been carried out, and 
that the German Goyernment has not strictly 
observed the terms of the Spa arrangement. 
The French Government, the Note ‘concludes, 
herewith takes note in so far as it ís itself 
concerned, of these failures in the engagements 
entered upon by Germany—failures with regar.! : 
to which the Allied Governments will have to 
deliberate. 
In reply, .the German Government seeks to 
produce. proof that Germany has either ful- 
filled her obligations, .or that, in regard to 
pe points, an exact fulfilment has: not 
een possible. It gives a iist of arms already 
broken up, or handed over to the Imperial 
Trenhand Company for the purpose of Being 
broken up, and declares that an insignificant 
remnant, at most 500 rifles; will be given up 
in the next few days. The delivery of the re- 
mainder of the Weapons of the self-defence

Later on, when the weather 
moderated, some headway was made in a wes- 
terly direction, but again she was driven a 
second time as far north as Iceland. Duriag the 
height of. ome of the gales a sailor fell trom 
aloft, and was killed, and several others were 
dashed along the decks by big seas, which swept 
over her. Cabins were flooded, and the con- 
dition of the captain, officers,-and men became 
deplorable. For weeks, they had scarcely any 
sleep, and were constantly on duty im water- 
soaked clothing. The force of the wind blew 
‘several of the sails into ribbons, and, to add 
to their trouble, the main, fore, and mizzen rig- 
ging became’ slack, and there was grave danger, 
owing to the pitebing and rolling of the ship, 
that the masis would collapse owing to the bat- 
tered condition of ‘tlie vessel, and the crew bein 
no longer capable of enduring any further hard- 
ships, the captain had no alternative but to 
abandon the attempt to reach the West Indies, 
and determined to run for Queenstown, which

AN INEQUITABLE IMPOST. 
In the course of an‘ interview yesterday with 
a representative of the Jrish Times, Mr. Edward 
White, President of the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club, discussed what he deseribed as the 
injustice of the new taxes to be levied, off motor 
cars in Ireland.

| INEOUITABLE TAX. 
The Club was hearing constant complainte 
from people who were beginning to realise that 
this system of taxation was mequitable. and 
founded on a wrong basis. ‘These people up- 
parently did not know that the Irish Auto- 
mobile Club, in common with English motorists’ 
associations and the Motor Trade Association, 
had been for over a year “working heaven and 
earth ” to induce the Gévernment to see that 
their system was « gross injustice, Motorists 
were being made to pay for the road repairs in 
the United Kingdom, and no contribution for 
those repairs was being looked for from any- 
one but motorists.. That, he said, was unjust to 
begin with. The system was qinjust because 
the man who uses the road only very little has 
to pay as much as the man who uses it a great 
deal. But, continued Mr, White, the Govern- 
ment wanted to get the most money it. could, 
and by the easiest means, and it adopted the 
present method as that which gaye it what 
it wanted, and the consideration whether it 
worked injustice or not’ was no} taken into 
account. 
Motorists in Ireland, said Mr. White, should 
apply themselves to the special circumstances of 
this coutitry. They should remember that the 
Automobile Club. had. heen opposing the inflic- 
tion of the motor tax for more than two years 
past, and that even at the present time the Club 
was doing everything possible to get the 
Government to recognise the difference in the 
conditions of England and Ireland, and, in 
justice, to postpone the imposition of. the tax 
on this country until conditions become normal, 
and similar to those prevailing in the rest of the 
United Kingdom. The strongest possible com- 
munications had been made from the Club to 
every quarter connected with the Government 
where it was considered useful to press

The 
Automobile Club now claimed that this was ap 
imperial tax, and that it carhe within the terms 
of the compact made in 1823.
